London, Sept. 7.— The terms of tho 
.\nglo-Gorman agreonunt, which is the 
principal topic of the day here, are stat- 
ed on good authority to be in the main 
as foliowH: 

Tho lirst point is that Germany and 
Britain Inivo come to a complete un- 
derstanding on all African questions. In 
1- ebrnary, 1805, Germany made a f«>r- 
raa! claim upon • Lord Kimborley, then 
British foreign secretary, for the main- 
tonanw, of the status quo iu South Af- 
rica, the especial object being to protect 
the Transva.al fr^m British controlV^ 
many now ■'.■syithdrdws ababluteiy''frbm 
tho claim, and Tleaves Great Britain; a 
completeIy:.'lree„'hnnd in South Africt\l 

The German and British ministers fur- 
ther agree to give a joint government 
guarantee of a loan to Portugal to on- 
able her to meet the award of the Swisa 
arbitrators regarding the Dolagoa rail- 
■wa.v. Arbitration is to decide tho amount 
of coinponsation due from the Portu- 
guese govornnieut to the McMurdoelc 
concessionaries of the Del.igoa railway. 
The concessionaries being largely Ameri- 
can, the United States and British gov- 
ernments have long been jointly pressing 
for this compensation. The Transvaal 
thereby becomes an enclave, and Kruger 
loses his on!.v chance of stK'uring an in- 
doiK'ndent outlet to the sea. 

Tho agreement further provide^ that 
all steps nocesaary for England's acquisi- 
lion, by amicable arrangement with Por- 
tugal, of part of- Mozambique shall re- 
ceive the assent; of Germany. Germany 
also agrees>;.t6,':r'eeognize the pormanencQ 
of the British occupation of Egypt when 
next year England will ask Europe for a 
em-tailmont of the jurisdiction of the 
mixed tribunals. . ' . • 

rVs a quid pro quo Germany secures 
a settlefent of frontier in Togohuul. 
'I'lie neutral zone called Dagombilnnd, 
between Asliantaland and Togoland, i.i 
to be divided, giving Germany the bulk 
of the zone. The river White Volta is, 
aa far as possible, to become the divid-; 
ing line between the German and Brit- 
ish sections. 

Furtlier, the British ministry agrees to 
assent, under certain conditions, to, tho 
arrangement which the Gorman Emperor 
expects to make with tlie Sultan during 
his approaching visit to the Holy Land, 
and to facilitate German colonization in 
Asia Minor. ■> . . ;. 

These are the importantt futures ol?

But behind tihis under- 
standing, of which the public soon will 
have ollieial information, thwe is believ- 
ed to be a secret agreement giving Gor- 
mnjiy more in the nature of a' quid pr» 
quo.

The conference also agreed with the 
committee's pronouncement in regard to 
th(! admission of W(]men to the church 
councils. They had no reason, said the 
tonimlttco, for belii'ving there were any 
cdiisiderablo nuniber of women in the 
Methodist church who d<'sir(Hl the cliango 
proposed and it was therefore reconi- 
meuded that no action \w taken.

Olllcial Ef timdte of the Khalifa's Loss 
—His Own Panie-Strickon Flight. 

— Tlie British war of- 
fice has received a despatch from Gon- 
er.'il Sir ITerbort Kitchener, the com- 
n ander of the Anglo-Egyptian forces, 
dated from Oindunnnn on Monday last, 
saying that over five thousand Arabs 
mounted on camels wore despatched after 
the fugitive Khalifa Abdullah that morn- 
ing. The General .addcd ..that the der- 
vish lender wns reported to be moving 
with such speed that some of his wives 
h:id boon dropped along the rpiid followed 
by him. Tho Sirdar also says: "OOlcers 
have been counting the dor\MRh bodie.i 
on tho fiHd nnd report the. total number 
of dead found as about 10,800. ]<>oni 
tho numbers of wounded, who have 
c-awled to tho river and town, it is es- 
timated that 10,000 wore wounded. 

"Besidea tho above between 300 and 
'100 dervishes were killed In Onidurniaii 
when the town was taken. Tlie prison- 
ers number between 3,000 and 4,000 
fighting men."

A Brit 
ish soldier on guard at the ta.x ollico was 
stabbed in the back and dropping lii: 
rillo, which exploded, killing a Mussul 
man; the firing then became general, 
and a party of -U British bluojackot^ 
from the tm-pedo gunboat Hazard wer( 
al.so annihilated before tho sailoi-s could 
roach their boat. In addition a detach 
ment of 45 British soldiers were driven 
from their quarters near the telegraph 
station and many wounded. Tho fate 
of the Christians in. other towns is un 
certain, but it is feared that only those 
who succeeded in obtaining refuge in 
tho court house have boon saved. Tho 
Britisli vice-consul, Mr. Uilocherino, was 
burned to deatli iu his hou.so. 

Tho correspondent of the Stnndarl, 
V ho is on board the Camperdown, says 
"Edhem Pasha, tlie governor, has just 
arrived (late A^'cdnesilay afternoon) on 
board the Campoiilown. Captain Hughe 
IlalU.'tt, who spoke to him, saw no lu 
cessity f(n- using diplomatic languagi 
and told him plainly, in strong terms, 
that as governor, ho would be lield res 
poiisibli! in tlie event of any further dis 
turbaiice. I'Jdham Pasha asserted that 
he was jioworless to control the mob, but 
Ills sincerity seems very doubtful, soein.. 
that he had 4,000 Turkish troops undei' 
his orders. 

A message just signalled from the 
town reports that the guard of eight 
British soldiers, who, with about thirty 
ChristiaiiK, took refuge in tlie Gr 
cathedr:il, are quite safe under the pro- 
tection of tho Turkish troops. Yesterday 
the chief of tho Christian community 
cfTorcd Col. RochI their assisUmce, but 
he declined to accept it. 

"The sea is rough aiul landing is dif 
ficult. Indeed it is impossiblo to gel 
through the harbor which is held by ii 
mob. ;Marines, however, are being land 
etl in small detachments and are hasten 
lug to reinforce the British camp. Out- 
side the cordon the Christians are as- 
sembling in thousands. They threaten 
to rush to the town and avenge the fate 
of their co-religionists." 

The C(U-respoiidi>ut. supplenioutiug nis 
earlier despiilcli by one dated at :i:."0 p 
m. Wednesday, says: "Italian am: 
French, troops are being landed from the 
Ita'ian flaghsip at a place beyond the 
Turkish outposts and will march to the 
town. Yielding to the strongly worded 
representation of the British senior mival 
otDcer, Edhem Pasha has finally took 
steps to send the Christians from Can- 
dia under escort to tho sea beach, whore 
they wore embarked in shore boats. 
They are now coming on board th 
Camperdown. Most of the refugees are 
women or children and some of them 
(ire wounded. 

"Everything testifies to tho gallantry of 
Col. Reid and his troops yesterday. 'J'hey 
held their positions near tho custom 
house for live hours under a terrilic fir(- 
from the windows and ramparts in the 
neighborhood and succeeded in rescuing 
their wounded and recovering the bodies 
of the killed." 



A IIOJIESICIC ARMY. 

Secretary Alger Says That Such Was 
the Great Complaint of tho 
United States Troops. 

AVashington, Sept. 7.— Secretary Alger 
will leave to-morrow on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the army camps throughout tho 
country, going first to Camp Meade, Pa., 
nnd thence to. Dcti'oit. Now that tlie 
active operations lune closed, the secre- 
tary feels free to express certain vievos 
entertained by the I'residont and himself 
respecting tho pl.iiis for the treatment 
of the soldii'rs, and touching tho person: 
upon whom responsibility should be 
placed for some of the matters of com- 
plaint. In tills connection he says: 
" The regiments tliat have boon ordered 
mustered out will be mustered out. Tho 
regiments that have lioeii designated by 
the President to remain in the service 
will have to remain. As soon as we 
have mustered out 100,000 men or less, 
we shall re-organize the army, every 
brigade, division and corps, and put 
lliciu into comfortable camps uiifll such 
of tlieni as are needed are witliilr.iwu 
for service iu Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
I'hilippines. 

"Ill these camps, with the experience 
of the past to guide us, sanitary condi- 
tions will be strictly onCorcod. The men 
comiiosing the army will_ be treated as 
soldiers. They will be sliowii every pos- 
sible consideration, aud their health will 
be preserved. The olUcers commanding 
regiments and companies will be hold 
strictly accmintable for the sanitary con- 
dition of the camps. Tho great coni- 
plaiiit ot the soldiers is homosickiioss; 
a great deal of this has been caused by 
iuconsiderate imblicatious in sensational 
liapers. Some (jf it is also chargeable 
to the fact that the men entiu'ed the 
army willi the expectation that their ser- 
vice would lie -M'ry short. Even' ex- 
perienced oliieer knows that a great 
many men died of liomesickness. I'ol- 
Idwiiig the dejiressiou that ensued upon 
iKUuesickness were other maladies to 
wliicdi the homesid; soldier falls an easy 
victim, aud it is impossible to check 
their course." 



THE DUTCH FESTIVITIES. 

Tho Yqung Queen Overcome by the 
Coronation Coromonies — A Bril- 
liant Historical Processiou, 

Amsterdam, Sept. 7.— About 50,000 
working people with bared heads gath- 
ered on the Damplat7. this morning under 
a scoicliiug sun waiting to cat.'h a 
glimpse ot tho young (Juecn of Uollaud. 
The Sovereign, howi'ver, sent an aide de 
camp to tlie place witli the reiiuest that 
the spectators rosunie wearing their hats. 
This thoughfiilness on the p:irt of the 
Queen was greatly appreciated by the 
immense crowd and evoked tremendous 
cheering from the waiting multitude. 

The Queen subsequently listened to the 
singing of a grand cliorus by itWb thous- 
and scholars. She appeared nervous aui] 
unstrung, and had requested that her 
subjects refrain from cheering. Th 
people respected the ycuing Queen's 
wishes and when the singing scludars 
ended absolute silence luovailed whiii- 
was more imiiressive than tho mighty 
cheers which had previousl.v boon given. 

In sjiito of the orders that no nionibers 
of royal families or ot the nobility of 
any other country than Holland bo ad- 
mitted to the coronation ceremonies. 
Lord Rosoliery, who had been on board 
Baron do Rothschild's yacht Bona, at- 
tended incognito. 

The two Queens watched the public 
outortaiumonis and also saw the oxhi- 
bilion of the Notliorhinds gymnastic 
league. Then followed the most pictur- 
esque event of the week, a procession 
illustrating tho different epochs ot Dutch 
history. It included squads of soldiers 
of the successive periods. One grouji 
impersonated William the Silent and 
nrbles of his reign and another ropri-- 
sented Prince Maurice on horsebock nnd 
in armor reproducing the famous mu- 
seum portraits. The uniforms ot the 
ancient artillery companies were faith- 
fully copied from old engravings. A'an 
Tromp Do Ruyter and other sovontoonth 
century admirals appeared on a tri- 
umphal car, modelled like a line of battle 
ships and hearing flags which had bcfu 
captured in battles. Another group was 
con:])osed ot navigators, explorers and 
others, commanded by Frederick Henry, 
their followers carrying captured Span- 
ish standards. The representation of 
William III. was (>scorlod by British 
guards. Tho last division of tlio pro- 
cession illustrated the arts and crafts, 
including cars with tableaux reproducing 
paintings of tho Dutch masters. 



THE CAPTURE OF OMDURMAN. 

Some Interesting liieiilents of the British 
Entry Into tlie Dervi.sli Capital. 

London, Sept. 7.— The war correspond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph at Oiiidurmaii 
says: "After the entry of the troops 
into the dervish capital, it was found 
necessary to further houihard the Kh;i- 
lifa's house. Gen. Kitchener and hi 
staff were standing in the vicinity and 
narrowly escaped being killed by shells. 
I estimate the enemy's killed at more 
than 15,000." 

Tho Sirdar telegraphed on Saturday 
that tlio condition of the liank of the 
Nile made it impossible to utilize tiie gun- 
boats in pursuit of the Khalifa, who had 
Hod towards Kordofan. The (Uily infer- 
I'lice therefore, is tliat the gunboats have 
now to join hands with Major Macdon- 
ald, who is known to be on his way 
northward from Uganda, an operation 
which has long been contemplated by 
llie govornnient. Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, an- 
noiiiiced in iiarliament on June 117 last 
that it would be made to open np com- 
merce with the interior of Africa liv 
llotilla. 

A special desjiatcli from Omdurman 
says: Hubert lloward, the correspond- 
ent of the Times, mot his death owing 
to liis eagerness to get the first news of 
the fat(! of Karl Neufeld anil other Euro- 
pean prisoners ot the Khalifa. He iiress- 
ed into the city before it was safe to 
do so, making his way alone down a nar- 
row alley leading to a [irison, when he 
was attacked and killed. 

Till? finest disiilay of heroism on the 
dervish side was made by the Khalifa's 
broilier, Yautub, with his adhorents, 
who, utterly regardless of the terrific 
fire of tlie Britisli, made a superb at- 
tempt to retrieve tlio day's fortunes. Far 
from asking quarter, they simply hugged 
death. Yantnb died in ilic prison of his 
old enemy, Slatin raslia.

Fourteen Killed and Twenty Badly In- 
jured tlio Revised Itecord— The 
Cause a :\Iyatery. 

Cornwall, Sept. 7.— (Spc'cial)— Fourteen 
men were killed and litJ badly injured 
by the fall of the railway bridgi' yester- 
day, 

'J- hero are two stone piers in the cen- 
tre of the stream, supiiorfing thre(^ sjiaiis 
of ironwork, eaeii ItTO feet Imig and ,'17 
foot above the water. Tho accident cen- 
tred nroiind tho pier near the south or 
United States shore. Nobody knows 
how the accident occurred. The work- 
men .suddenly felt the bridge giv(^ way. 
and ^^■ere instantly tlirown into the 
water or caught in the wreck and crush- 
ed. 

The piers and nnisonry work here were 
built by Smith & Co., of New Yin-k, nnd 
uere priu'tically completed. Some blame 
the accident on this company, but an- 
other theory is that tho water had under- 
mined the iiier. 

1'he men killed were horribly crushed 
and mutilated. All rescued were 
brought to the Hotel Dieu here. Sev- 
eral uien are missing of those' counted 
as dead, and no doubt their bodies an- 
at the bottom of the river. Most of the 
men were cniploy[;;!;i of tho IMioenix 
Bridge Co. ..lohii Simons, the head fore- 
man, had just loft the bridge when the 
accident occurred. 

'J'lie centre span did not swerve until 
it liad sunk some distance, when it top- 
riled over. The H]iaii next tho United 
States shore sank directly to tho bottom 
just as it stood.

MUST BE CLEARED DP. 

%Y(! reprint an article from tbe :Moiv 
treal Star on the r.rilisli Coluudiia polili 
cttl episode.

the minister's removal. If one minister 
«hows himself to be unfit for bis position. 
tluH may he ii ground for his dismissal, 
but unless he bai)pens t<i he the fir.st 
minister, or unless 'he lirst minister ro- 
fnscs to consent to his dlsmisal, that is 
•no ground for dismissing a mliiitry. All 
these matters are well nndorslood, for 
'there were pnlilicians hi the world Iicfore 
British Columbia was thought of. AA'hat 
.thfe Colonist complaius of Is that In this 
province all constitutional rules and pre- 
cedents have been sot at dofiance, .md 
what disturbs us even more is the claim 
put forward in certain quarters that un- 
der the Constitution act of this province, 
British precedents and ndos do not ap- 
ply. We do not believe this claim has 
the least foundation iu fact, but it is 
made, and seriously made, by persons, 
whose positions entitle what they say to 
some weight. What we want to 'know 
is v.'hother or not this province has res- 
ponsible goveruuient.

the people of British Columbia, witlioiit

Certainly the Colonist did not expect 
that the alleged "blank warrant" uuit- 
ter w'piild be disposed of by a sluglo 
letoreuce.

It 
made tho mistake of supposing that no 
oao would think that ihefl, falsilical ion 
of public reeord.s and forgery would he 
ciimmitted by any(jn'! in public life in 
British Columbia. la tliat respect it 
was badly mistaken. The Times bo- 
liiives that such crimes are possible, but 
it is iiloiu> in its shamelossness. 

It says llnit the ("oloaist has not ex- 
plained why tlie so-called " blank w ar- 
rants " were Inserted in tlie lot sent to 
the Lieutenant-Governor for signature. 
A great part of a column was devoted 
to explaining why this was done, and by 
whom it was done. The 'Piines sinndy 
states what is not true. 

Tho Times sayti that tbe Colonist omit- 
t od from the form the words " Lieuten- 
ant-Governor " and the blank line on 
which he was to si^n. This is tr\ie, but on 
the blank ia (bo possession ot the Colo- 
nist this line does not apiwar, but we did 
say that the Lieutenant-Governor signed 
the so-called warrants either at the end 
ur the begiuuiag of 'be series. 

The Times insinuates that the exist- 
ence of this lilank shows that the signa- 
ture of the riieutenaiit-tiovernor was 
ni'cessary. This ia tbo lirst time we 
ever heard that constitutional practice 
was determined by a printed form. But 
that is inunaterial. Here is a proposi- 
tion which wo defy the Times or any 
one else to contradict: Several blank 
forms were included among others sent 
10 the Tileutenant-Govcrnor for signa- 
ture, and the (iovernor c<it them out. 
Ill ^\•hat; the 'J'imes calls the "pile," 
which was not a "pile" at all, but a 
number ot warrants fastoaod together, 
the whole forming one warrant, these 
blanks were placed, for the convenience 
of the Auditor-General. In the so-called 
"pile" there were about a hundred 
furms. but of the whole hundred th 
lyiouteiiaiil-tlovernoi' signed only one, 
naiiu'ly, ilii> last. We pronounce as 
wholly false the assertion that the blank 
warrants were sent up to the Lleuten 
ant-Governor with the expectation that 
he woulil sign them inadverleatly. 

The Times sees lit to drag the Lieulen- 
ant-(Joveriior"s name iato this nnitter, for 
\\ liicb we are sure that oOlcial will not 
thank it, because he doubtless realizes 
by this lime that be was entirely nus- 
takeu about the blank sheets which he 
tore oat. 'What he stated in his letter 
was ([uile line. Ulanks were included 
ia a batch of what he calls warrants. 
He did not understand why they were 
iiK lude.-l, which is not a matter of sur- 
prise, as he had no experieaee in such 
lualtors, and hi> doubtless reali;:es as 
fully us anyone else that it was a mis- 
take to have mentioned the subject at 
all. The Times knows that it is endeav- 
oring to create a false impression, and 
we arc glad to sec that the other oigiuis 
of the government permit it to grovel 
alone iu its slluiy filth. 



many eases great loss has been sustained 
by individuals, who had either too much 
lioaesty or too small "a sack" to apply at 
the side door. "\Vo claim that the re- 
cords of lilings and the records of claims 
should bo as open to public inspection as 
tltc exigencies of busiucss will permit. 

Doubtless ■ tho apologists for the ad- 
ministration will say of such a complaint 
as the above, that it is a siiinll matter;

It may mean , to a, man all the dif- 
f rrenc'e bot\vceh ' a successful trip'' 1:o 
Klondike and disastrous fiiiluro. Tlie 
dillieulties of the journey are sulllciently 
serious, the privations and discomforts 
to be endured. on ;the ground are groat 
enough, the chances of failure' in pros- 
pecting are numerous enough, without 
a man having to run tho gauntlet of 
ollicial cupidity or iidiniuistrativo stii- 
ludity. ^ ., 

Wo hope for the credit of Canada and 
in tbo interest of (he future development 
of ils northern g(d(l fields, that (be gov- 
ernment will not delay tho most thorough 
investigation Into all reasonable causes 
of complaint, and will inaugurate at 
once such reforms in administration as 
will put all prospectors on an eiiual foot- 
ing. The day of the "pull," of tlie iiillu- 
oiice of the "sack," and of "back-door" 
wiu'k cannot be terminated too soon, for 
the sake of (he'good name of the country 
anil the opening up of the great wealth 
of the Yukon basin.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
YUKON, 

Mr. H. S. White, who has spent some 
months in the Yukon district as repre- 
sentative ot neuter's News Agency, left 
Victoria on Tuesday night for London. 
He will slop at Ottawa cu route, and will 
endeavor to get the mlnistcra to under- 
stand what the nature of the complaints 
against the administration of the Yukon 
is, and what ground.s exist for them. 
:Mr, While is a wholly unprejudiccil 
observer, and he represents a> company 
which has a reputation ail over the world 
for its straightforwardness and thorough 
reliability. It is, tlierofore, with very 
great regret that we find him in conver- 
sation cond(>niaiiig llie conduct of some 
of the Dominion olllcials at Dawson in 
very severe terms. As he justly says, 
one has to be on tho groinul to apprivi- 
ate how the injustices work. He is not 
iiiiieh surpri.sed that the federal authori- 
ties do uot realize tbo magnitude of the 
harm being done, for they are doubtless 
unable to understand how the regula- 
tions and practic(>s, scemiiiijly innocent 
enough, work out frrievons injuslice. 
I'like one apparently small matter as an 
illustration. A prospector * desires to 
know whether a eerfulu piece of ground 
is eligible for stakinc, and he goes to 
(he Oolil Coniiiiissioiier's olllee for tliat 
purpo.se. He finds the Commissioner an 
.ca^y-golng, Bgregoblc sort of man, but he 
cannot attend to every one and the seeker 
for inforination is left lo the tender 
mercy of a clerk. The clerk iiifonns him 
that the public cannot see tlie records. 
If tho prospector thinks the ground open 
to be staked, vvhy, lot him sttike It, nnd 
the ofllco will examine into tho matter 
and let him know after ho has made his 
filing. But It is notorious that while In- 
formation Is refusetl at the front door, 
it can bo got at the side door for a con- 
sideration. To one who knows anything 
about tho locating of placer claims, no 
exrlanation is necessary to show how 
great an Injury may be done a man 
by reason of the practice of tbo ofllco 
to refuse public inspection of (he re- 
cords, nnd what a door is opened for 
fnuul of 'nil kinds. It is little womler 
tliat the majority of peopU; holieve thai 
the ofllcials nse their inforination to their 
ptriional advantage, anil Ihe dilllculty of 
making charges and proving them be- 
comes obvious. It ought, however, to 
b(> siillicicnt to point out that the door 
and that In 



THE SEALERS' CLAIMS. 

On several occasions Iho Colonist has 
spoken of tlie necessity ,-,r jjropc'- repre- 
sentations being made to the Ottawa 
government in regard to the suggested 
ahidition of pelagic sealing. The way 
the matter is being allowed (o drift is 
< ieating tbe impression in the East that, 
if the owners of the scaling vessels are 
compensated for tho loss of the capital 
locked up in the business, nothing more 
need bo dnne. This is a dangerous error, 
so far as the interests of this part of the 
Doininlon arc concerned. It is right that 
ihe vessel owners should he compensalod. 
Xo settlement would bo just, which did 
not include that, provided pelagic seal- 
ing is to be stopped; but this docs not 
touch the case of the two thousand men, 
or so, who are dependent upon the In- 
dustry for a livelihood, and will not com- 
pensate (he general busiucss of Victoria 
for the loss of trade. 

The sealing industry is worth a great 
deal to this locality, and if it is to be 
stopped and nothing is lo be done lo take 
its place, till' community will sufTer se- 
verely, even if the vessel owners do not 
lose anythhig. The vicissitudes of the 
business are such that tho owners would 
perhaps be rather more willing than not 
to get out of it, on being recompensed 
for their investments. But (bo public 
aspect of the case is of ill least eiiual 
imiiortance with the private one, and 
this has not been urged, so fur as we 
know, upon tho consideration of tho fed- 
eral government, except through the 
pro.'^■. 

The public aspect of (he ca.se is a mat- 
tor %vliich the provincial government 
might well take up. If they suffer tho 
scaling industry to bo oxteniiinated wiHi- 
<,ut making a determined elTort to re- 
ceive for tbo province some adcaiuate 
comiiensation for the residtlng damape. 
thev will be highly culpable. It would 
be very satisfactory to be able lo record 
that steps havo been taken to care for 
the rights of the province, and tho 
Colonist win back up tho administration 
iu jiny well-considered effort it may 
nii.ke ill this direction. 



The Montreal Gazette seems to have 
fallen Into an error in regard lo the 

proposed .?15,000 oipondtturo in Cassiar. 
This bad no connection whatever with 
the eb'ction, and we all know that 
il would have hnn\ entirely too lat(? for 
such a use, oven if it had bei'ii so in- 
tended.

It should cerlaiiily be made clear 
whether laeutenant-( Jovernor McI lines,

lost (h( iitidence of the people. The 

loiter was the reason at lirst put (illt; 
bill subseiiuent staleineiits liy tbo.sc who 
iiiofess to speak for the Lieiitenant-Gov- 
eriKM-, anil latidy published correspond- 
ence' seem to iiidicaii thai tbo former 
was tbe re.nson for his di!cided action. 
lOilher reason, if well founde'l, would 
have been snillcieiit and wholly proper. 
.\ lieiileiianl-governor should not perniil 
.1 government to stay in power wbiidi 
has losi his conlidenco. nor shoubl he 
permit om> to stay then; which ho be- 
lieves to have lost the confidence of the 
lieople. But he ought to have nxeecd- 
iugly good reasons for "if her (lie \;Mtli- 
drawal ot his own contideuee or his be- 
lief in the withdrawal of public sniiporl. 

Certainly tho whole uicident needs 
id(>ariiig up. A government went to tluf 
polls and Was not put in a mhiority. Tho 
chances seemed to be that it bnd suc- 
ceeded in securing exaetly half tho moiii- 
bers of the logislature; though even 
(bis was confessedly not sure, for the 
eioctions were not yet all over when the 
Lieutenant-Governor acted'. This was 
not a strong position for a government, 
but the opposition was so divided that 
tbe Lieuleiiunt-Governor gave this as a 
reason for sending for a man not in the 
legislature at all. TllC apparent infer- 
ence from this would be that the Pre- 
mier had at his back more visible 
strength than any man liv the- province; 
and .vet he was dismissed professedly on 
the ground that he had lost the confi- 
denci! of the electoirite. In the seauel 
it was seen that tlitt' outsider upon whom 
the Governor imposed the task of form- 
ing a ministry was utterly unable to do 
so; and it was only when the opposition 
united on one leader that Tie was able 
(a secure advisers who would attenip( 
(o replace the men he bad dismissed. It 
is rniiiored that even this government 
will not meet the legislature, but will 
again appeal to the people, 

latter revelations, however, seem to 
Indicate that the Llewtennnt-Govcnior 
was not moved to tlMs action so much 
hv reading the election returns as by 
his unwillingness to endorse the financial 
ixdicv of his old advisers'. That is, it 
was his own lack of confidence, and not 
that of the people, which moved him to 
eject his advisers, .Thfs. being so, bis 
new councillors must icertainly assume 
full responsibility for the act,, wbiidi nn- 
lilies that thev must .be ready to defend 
it with reasons when they meet either 
the legislature, fresh- from the pcor»le, 
or the people ■'the'ihseltes. It is a grave 
matter for a licutenant-govornor, who is 
really nbth'lngi mbre 'nor less than tlie 
representative of the Dominion govern- 
ment, to dismiss a provincial govern- 
ment because he does not like itf adMce; 
and it is to be hoped, in the public inter- 
est, that this episode will be ccrutini7.ed 
to the bottom, and that we shall nil be 
put in posKORsion of the right and the 
wrong of the nfTair.

And already, 
by the working of the coustitutioUr af- 
fairs are in train towards that end. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has chosen advis- 
ers who hare assumed responsibility for 
hoth his course in general and his parti- 
cular acts, and they will have to Justify 
them to the legislature at Its next ses- 
sion. If they do not succeed in doing 
so, and a vote of want of conlidenco is 
passed, then an appeal to tho electors 
will be necessary, and the new govern- 
ment will have to stand or fall by the 
verdict. The proper place for the (inal 
settlement of the wlnde matter is the 
province of British Columbia, and the 
electors of the province are the proper 
commission to jiidgc of all tlie facts.

Beutor's Commissioner Writes of 
the Xlondiko City and Its 
Characteristics. 



Corrupt Ollicials and 
Police— Welcome for 
of Integrity. 
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A Iteuters letter from Dawson, bearing 
date of tiie 15tli August, rends as fol- 
lows: All through this summer, Dawso-i 
has ropombled a country town on fair 
every day, but particularly each and 
orery day, but partticularly each and 
every night of continuous daylight. 
When I reached Dawson early tliis sum- 
mer tliere wore about UO.OOO oeople hero, 
of whom perhaps five thousand lived in 
log and lumber cabins and houses, while 
the rest were scattered along the river 
front around the town and on tlio hill- 
t:idos, in tenia of all sliapc;; and sizes, 
The town itself consisted of little more 
thaa one muddy street about a mile in 
teogih, built upon the virgin marsh 
which extends backwards from the river 
for. a distance of about half a mile. 

The "business" side of the street faced 
•(lie river, and was one unbroken succes- 
sion of saloons, dnnec-houses and rcs- 
taurautB. The loading industry of tlio 
place was evidently the retailing of 
strong drinks, and the principal occupa- 
tion of the inhabitants gambling and 
dancing, with occasional intervals for 
refreshments. At those occupations tlio 
people wore very oiiergctic, for the jjlueos 
of business never cliised for a minute, 
night or day, excepting on Sundays, and 
then only by special order of Major 
Walsh, the commissioner, who was cred- 
ited with possessing very straight-lacod 
ideas for issuing such an order. 

Midnight was very early in the even- 
ing, figuratively speaking, for it was of 
course broad daylight and no one began 
to think of going to bed until the sun 

- was high in the heavens, at 4 or 5 o'clock 
in the morning.. By comparison with 
loidnight, mid-day was as quiet almost 
as Sunday. At all hours the street was 
as crowded na Cheapslde in London, or 

■ Broadway in New York, and at the busy 
time of the night in Dawson there was 
scarcely standing room on the street or 
in the saloons. 

And what a liotercogoneous crowd! Old 
Yukon pioneers fresh from the diggings, 
with their sacks full of tJie precious dust 
Oio craving for which has cost so many 
men their lives or their fortunes— Ameri- 
cans, Englishmen, Frenchmen, Swedes, 
Germans, Japanese — members of almost 
every ci^'ilizcd race — all tanned, roughly- 
clnd and hardy, the sturdiest crowd of 
men that were probably ever gathered 
together in one spot. 

Though many have now gone there is 
still a large crowd here, niul tlio "lead- 
ing industry" still flourislies. Inside the 
A^Saloons the fun rages gloriously dav an<l 
night. Each saloon contains three dis- 
tinct departments, drinking, gambling, 
and dancing, in each of which a con- 
spicuous feature is the big gold scales, 
where the coarse-grained yellow dust that 
is the ordinary currency of tiie camp, is 
solemnly weighed out. 

The minor conies into his favorite place 
of amusement in the evening accom- 
panied by a small crowd of thirsty ad- 
mirers, and throws his sack, often con- 
tainiiif,- huiulreils of ilollars' worth of 
dust, over the bar, wliere often— only too 
often— it returns some hours Infer to 
the owner, drained to the last grain of 
its precious contents. Meanwhile the 
dust has gone in frequent and numerous 
driblets by way of the big gold scales to 
the coffers of the saloon keeper, each 
driblet representing "drinl;s for the 
crowd," including a number of highly 
decorated "dancing ladies." 

The guileless simplicity of the miner is 
never more strikingly betrayed than 
one of these places that are run for his 
especial benefit. It is the most perfectly 
constructed machine for the effective ex- 
traction of gold dust that Is in use any- 
where m these diggings. From the loud- 
voiced gentleman who hustles up tlie 
oouplcs for the various dances, which lie 
cuts a.s short as possible, to the weigher 
who had reduced the art of manipulatii 
the gold scales down to a science, every 
iT.emlier connected with tlie institution 
3<now_s hi.s or her part to perfection, and 
JH'ts It most eflleaciously, to the cost of 
the Kiniple-miiKhMl. 

Jinn who liave worked hard in tlie dig 
piNKK for n month at a dav, will 
pomc into Dawson and find that they 
Iiave only earned enough for one night's 
• entertftiiiinont. The miner is the only 
laborer who roups his harvest without 
having previously had the trouble of 
sowing, and for that reason perliaps. he 
fails to appreciate its value, but the 
saloon keeper has a big pair of scales, 
• and he knows better. 

Osten«ibly nlnet.v-nino out of every 
I uiulred 'M'mhitants of Dawson come 
here tp prospect 'for .sold or engage in 
•the-buRinoB of mining. Cousoquontly in 
Iheir more lucid moments they carry out 
ill their own peculiar manner this osten- 
sible object. TliiK they do mostly in the 
form that is locally known as the "stam 
pede. ' 

To engage in this kind of prnspooting 
successfully it is first and principally ne 
cessnry to secure a source of excliisive 
information. Everyone desires most to 
have a friend in the Gold Commission- 
er's onice, but failing that a friend who 
has a friend there, and so on through a 
chain that sometimes extends to so 
ii'nny links thnf it does not prove as 
elTective as might be desirable. 

Upon tin's source of information the 
enterprising prospector relies for early 
"tips" regarding the most recent 
■"strikes." or ground that is presumably 
worth staking. Having obtalnetl a "tip" 
he and many others, who invariably in 
some way or otiicr get the same "tip," 
shoulder their packs and rush along up 



ttlie creefcs to drixv their stiikes as near 
.as possible to tilie nupposodly rich ground. 

If the stntmt^Mler succeeds in linding 
room l'T«r t^xj more stakes amongst the 
forest of fi'riikes that already ailoni the 
hanks of the creeks, he returns to 
Dawson, and then begins the long and 
weitrlsome Job 'of getting his claim "re- 
ec.rtied" or accepted for registry in the 
Geld Commissioner's office. 

This is an operation that seldom can 
be successfully carried out without 
spciiding lit least tlie whole of one work- 
ing day ill the crowd outside the front 
door. Once inside the office, in the course 
of aiKitlier hour or so, while the provok- 
ii,^,'ly-c()ol, leisurely clerks slowly thumli 
the Vrudo records," the aiiplicant may or 
may not get his elaiiii recorded. That 
depends on several apparently Irrelevant 
coiiilitioiis which I confess candidly that 
I d(j not understand. 

'I'lie recorder himself has admitted that 
the business of the olllco is in a very dis- 
organized state. He excuses it on the 
grounds of the enormous volume of the 
business, the want of fneilities, and the 
short time that has elapsed since the 
cflice was first opened. But J must con 
fess that it occurred to me that I had 
seen Chinese laundries where, compara- 
tively, the work was equally heavy 
where certainly the facilities were les-^ 
and where a superior system of record 
has undoubtedly prevailed. 

It is pi'rliaps a waste of energy t( 
criticize the present manner of condtict- 
iiit,' business in the Gold Commissioner's 
office, as the news has already reached us 
that a coiiipl(>fe rc-orgaiiiziition oC th 
ofllce is already decided upon, and that 
an entirely new stafT of ollicials are al- 
ready on their way here. I can only 
say that the universal seiitiinent hero is 
that it is indeed time. 

A good deal that is true of the record 
er's ofllce is also true of the jiosf ollh.e 
In respect to the time and trouble ne 
iiessary to get a letter out of the post 
office or get a record, there is very littk 
to choose between them. In either easi 
a man is very lucky if he succeeds in 
getting what he wants in a day, and 
m.iiiy tt man has spent the greater part 
of a week over either operation. 

Crowds arrive at the doors of both 
offices Monday morning, some with 
boxes, some with blocks of wood, and 
all prepared evidently for a long stay. 
AVhether prepared or not. tliev get it 
The queue at either of these doors •ill 
through the waiting day reminds one of 
nothing so much as flic- pit entrance of 'a 
popular theatre just before opening time. 

There is, of course, an alternative. T 
both IniildingH there is a side door. This 
little device saves a great deal of wait- 
ing, fhouKh it costs a little inonev. There 
never was a place like Dawson "for sidi 
doors. Undoubtedly a vast amount ol 
business is done via the front doors, but 
certainly by far the most desirable ai 
profitable trauaactiouH take pla 
through the me<lium of tlio side on- 
trnnces. If one has tJie means one does 
all one's business that way. 

Particulars would be too lengthy, and 
perhaps unsavory, to enter into 
c.vliau.stively, but I can give just one 
wifliheld from the public. Thev are not 
indeed public records at all, hiit appear 
to kept for the private and individual 
benefit of the office clerks. Consequent- 
ly a regular traffic in what is lociillv 



the fact that tliis large camp, crowded 
with all kinds uud conditions of men 
and women, situated a thousand miles 
away from anywhere, Is to-day as order- 
ly and as free from crime as the quiet- 
est village in Canada. ■ In the camp are 
many thousand revolvers, and nine out 
of every ten of them are rusting into 
uselossness. 

It is possible that the gentlemen of 
the gold commissioner's olhce hardly 
realize how much they owe to the gen- 
tlemen of the police; but when one 
hears peaceable and respeetaide men ac- 
tually regretting the etliciency of the 
latter, one can vaguely imagine what 
might have happened it the police had 
not been so popular. Evoryoiiu regrets 
above all things that such a splemlid 
camp as Dawson should .have, been 
spoilt by the avarice of a few oOlcials, 
and most people contemplate with satis- 
faction the clmuges that are now being 
made. 

Mr. Ogilvlc, now on his way here, is 
not very popular In the Klondike just 
now, because to his exaggerated reports 
are attributed many of the present un- 
favorable eondltloivs; but he, or anyone 
(dse with a record for integrity, will be 
welcomed in Dawson lu any oUicial 
capacitv. Major Walsh, the present ad- 
ministrator, has left us; Judge Magiiiie 
has also gone, and everyone regrets tlieir 
dep.-rti-re, hoping that if they do not re- 
turn, as good men as they may be sent 
in their places. H. S. Wi^lTh.. 
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known as " inside information " goes on 
through the side door. 

Only those who have been on tlu 
ground that has been staked in the rock 
le ss, promiscuous manner In which tin 
creeks of the Klondike are staked, can 
realize what this means, but anyone can 
understand that it is of great volue t<j 
prospector to know what ground is realh 
recorded, or only staked and not record" 
ed. He cannot get the information b\ 
way of the front door, so he goes to t be 
side door and gets what he wants- "after 
hours." 

Every man, they sny, has his price — 
even government clerks, and- 1 must ad- 
mit that, from what I have heard, that 
price is not an unreasonable one, propor- 
tionate with ordinary Klondike rates. 
There are, it will be observed, many 
reasons why It poys to have a friend at 
the recorder's office— or even a friend 
who has a friend. 

Little irregularities of -this kind may, 
perhaps, be considered trivial; • Indeed, 
they are, by comparison of the prevalent 
rumors concerning abuses of a much 
more serious nature. If it be true that 
where there is a little smoke there must 
always be a little fire, there must eer 
tainly be some foundation In fact for the 
enormous amount of gossip that forms 
the most common topic of conversatioi 
i'l and about Dawson. 

Without fear of contradiction, it h 
safe to say that practically every man 
in Dawson to-day believes that many of 
the high ollicials are as thoroughly cor 
.•upt as it is possible for men to be. Tlui 
population of the camp is composed ol 
pcojile from every part of the world 
They differ in creed, intelligence, Iiabitf 
— in almost everything but this one i)rev 
aleiit idea that every mining ollieial it 
eorrnpt. It is generally asserted that 
tlie olllce is conducted in such a niauncr 
that nothing of any account can be done 
by private individuals until they have 
first "squared" one or more of the 
eiii|)loyees. 

One cannot even record an ordinary 
(locunient, such as a bill of sale, without 
first feeing ii clerk — unless one is willing 
to do business by the front door. If 
one's time is of any value, the former 
plan is, of course, by far the cheaper 
There Is also always the possibility of 
the loss of something even more valu- 
able than ,time — while one is waitiug a 
the front door, somebody else may b( 
forestalling him at tlie side doors. Uund 
reds of poor men who had no money to 
spare for such purposes, have left the 
c.uini in despair of being able to got any- 
thing worth having without "friends" 
or means. 

These accusations are most loudly 
voiced by Canadians and Britishers. 
They are not confined to the Americans, 
who are certainly least complaining and 
the most orderly of the people hero, 
'i'hey accept the situation as it is, and 
if tliey cannot take advantage of it, 
tliey (piietly leave the country and re- 
turn to the realms of tJncIe Sam, The 
worst thing they do or say is to cast 
back in the teeth of us Britishers onr 
often expressed contempt for the corrupt- 
ness of American officials. 

Before closing, I would say that I do 
not assume the responsibility of either 
excusing or condemning the officials. I 
merely report the, facts. as they,.ex!st, and 
certainly the 'most' cohspictiods ; fact in 
Dawson to-dayKlji the ainlyersal distrust 
of the mining, officials. It may 'or^ihay 
not be gdssip;' 'but cjertainij' specific 
charges afe ninde ttgalhst altn'ost'; every 
official in the gold comraissioh^r'^s'jifljce; 
except the commissioner hinis^lf/.virlio^rls 
accused of nothing worse than a kind of 
fatuous incompetence. 

I'ersonall.v, the most I can sny is tliat 
I certainly have heard some of these offi- 
cials ' thcniselvcs make insinuations 
against the otiiers. Perhaps that is 
sufficient. 

Id brigitt contrast to the general odium 
of the mining officials is the universal 
regard and respect for the judge, the 
magistrates, . tlie . mounted police and 
everyone responsible for tlio administra- 
tion of justice and the maintenance of 
order. To them is due the credit for

It is quite possible that there is found- 
ation for the statement that the United 
States delegates at the Quebec c-.iufer- 
euce regard the British preferential 
clause in the Caiuidiaii tariff law us an 
(ibstucle ill tlie way of a Uiiitetl States- 
Canadian reciprocity arrangement. It 
should not be such, and it would not be 
if there was any general desire for re- 
ciprocity with this country on the part 
of the United States. This double-turiff 
principle, on which the first Canadian 
preferential enactment was based, Is not 
commendable in itself, but it is not novel. 
The United States itself has. In the re- 
ciprocitv clauses of its present tariff, 
embodied practically the same principle 
in its law. In the case of Germany, 
which maintains the double tariff system, 
the United States at Ibis moment has an 
advantage over Canada, tlirongli the ar- 
rangement by which its mereliandiso is 
admitted at the low rate, while Gamuliaii 
goods pay the higher iliitics of the maxi- 
niuni tariff. It is (luite true, of course, 
that iu the case of Canuda and Gre.it 
Britain the iireference given to the pro- 
ducts of the latter country is peculiar. 
Germany, hVance and other countries 
only grant the advantages o£ their miiil- 
nium tariff rates to nations which give 
like or equivalent advantages to them. 
Canada'* preference in the case of Brit- 
ish goods Is a free gift to the manufac- 
turers of the Mother Country. This, 
however, is not a matter of practical 
concern to the United States. If the 
preference had been given by Canada to 
British goods in return for equivalent 
advantages in the British market, the 
position of the United Statics, from a 
iusiness point of view, would be exact- 
ly as it is now. It would simply be this: 
It is to the general advantage that Unit- 
eil States products should he admitted in- 
to Canada on t\w same conditions as re- 
gards cnsfoms duties as ajiply to Brit- 
ish goods; and, if so. what customs ad- 
vantages is it advisable to give to Can- 
adian goods in return V If matters out- 
side of this are introduced, and grounds 
taken that would interfere with Canada's 
freedom to do as she likes with her tariff 
it will 1)0 as an excuse and not a reason 
for declining to accidie to the Canadian 
lU'oposals. It is quite posisble, however, 
that such ground will bo taken, and that 
no rcH;iprocity arrangeinent will be in- 
cluded in the work of the commission, 
unless the government abandons its pre- 
sent position in regard to British im- 
ports.

KII.\RTOUM AND AFTEH.

Sir Herbert Kitchener's force is within 
twenty miles of Onulurman, and a de- 
cisive battle may bo expected at any 
moment. The blow will almost certainly 
bo finally subversive of the Khalifa's 
power, for Kitchener's plans seem to 
close in upon the objective [loint witli the 
Iireeision of natural agents. He is ICng- 
hind's >;reafest desert fighter, but he is 
soiiietliiiig more. He is a consummate 
master of military calculation and pre- 
cision, who in any field would fuse all 
details, of the service into a unit of 
greatest jiossible striking force' against 
his foe. In his Soudan campaigns he has 
handled his forces with the highest skill 
in the area where distances are great, 
iransportation difficult and the health 
of the army is in danger from a trying 
c'imate. British official circles have 
credited him in advance with the occu- 
pation of Khartoum, and some of the 
leading minds nre just now deeply con- 
cerned about the use to be made of this 
oecupati<iii. Kiiglish journals of high 
authority assert this with confidence, 
anil point to jilans which must be iiii- 
lealizofl without a further advance 
southwards. Khartoum, according to 
this view, it is to be a leverage for fur- 
ther concjuest. 

Certain facts and conditions lend .sup- 
port to this. It is known that Mr. 
Khodes is fired with the ambition of 
cfiinecting the Nile and the Zniiibesi, of 
making a line im Imperial communica- 
tion continuous from Cairo to Caiie 
Town. He is working his way north 
to meet that welcome southerly advance 
\\hich would actualize his plan. Mr.' 
Chamberlain is in hearty syniiiathy with 
him, and, apart from that, Itliodes Ls :i 
loader whom no section of British 0|uii- 
ion, except tliat embodie<l in the "Non- 
couforiiiist conscieuce," will oppose in 
his Afghan policy. With Klthchener at 
Khartoum, the question of control of the 
remaining part of the Nile valley will at 
once become acute, france and Russia 
are hostile to such control, nnd both 
Russian and French advisers Iiaveplanily 
indicat<'<l their siqiport of th(> Abyssin- 
ian monarch iu his threatened revival 
of alleged rights in opposition to the 
British policy. Such is the possible situ- 
ation which the events of the next few 
days may make imminent. Is tliere any 
hostile force sntncient. (o nulifv it? 
There_ is little doubt that the A'nglo- 
EKyptiau army would crush any present 
of^position to the ISritish, and not one 
French or Itussian soldier could reach 
that region in defiance of the naval 
power of England. England's African
